PRE NELIRPEINED Lens tay 
‘Forest. Ranger’a Houses 

In order to protect and adminster 
the Dominion ‘Forest Reserves to the 
best advantage, they are being sub- 
divided. into ranger districts and 
houses are being built at strategic 
points for the use of the rangers in 
charge. The first of such houses to 
be octupied on the Duck Mountain 
Forest Reserve is located at Madge 
Lake, -a few miles from Kamsack, 
Sask. _ ‘s thy . 

Madge Lake is a beautiful, island 
studded sheet of water, covering seven 
square miles, and this ranger dwelling 
is picturesquely placed on its) south 


‘shore, .It is a comfortable house, 


well planned and well lighted, con- 
taining living rooms, ‘as well as of- 
fice. It will be painted a dark green 
with white trimmings. 

The trail rom this ranger station 
to Kamsack will next year be widen- 
ed and otherwise improved. . This 
will benefit the ranger, convenience 
the ptiblic who have forest business 
to transact, and induce arf increasing 
number of people to enjoy the many 
delights of a summer outing at Madge 
Lake. 

The ranger at this station has di- 
rect charge of some two hundred and 
thirty square miles-of highly  valu- 
able, young second-growth spruce and 
poplar forest, and his central object 
and work will be to safeguard it from 
fire by every possible means, so that 
in two or three decades It may yleld 
welcome and abundant supplies of 
fuel and lumber to the dwellers on 
the prairies. 


RECRUITING IN ENGLAND 


Dominion Too Prosperous for Toilers 
to Seek Seafaring Life 

A great deal. of specilation has 
arisen concerning the visit of a Can- 
adian naval offices to Portsmouth on 
a naval recruiting mission. Lieuten- 
ant White, R.N., of the naval staff 
at Halifax, has arrived there to open 
a recru¥%;; office for the dominion 
navy. fhe Canadian cruiser Niobe 
is also expected to arrive there dur- 
iug the first week in December to as- 
sist in the same errand, 

Lieutenant White will make the 
Royal Naval Barracks at Portsmouth 
his headquarters while in England, 

A prominent Ganadian in. London 
explained the reasons and object of 
Lieuténant White’s visit. 

The reason why we are sending a 
recruiting officer to Britain for our 
naval needs is because we cannot get 
enough recruits in Canada, he said. 
Canada is so prosperous that men for 
the navy-are not to be found. 

There is so much work in Canada at 


| the present time tha‘ it is almost im- 


possible to get men for the ships ne- 
céssary for the country’s - defense. 
Consequently the Canadian naval au- 
thorities have to look elsewhere, and 
the old country being the natural re- 


cruiting ground of good fighting ma-/ 


terial, we come here. 

Years ago the American navy was 
largely manned by Swedes, simply be- 
cause the American working classes 
made-so much monéy ashore that it 
was not worth’ their while to enlist 
in the navy. ‘

The enquiry into western freight: 
hee rates at Ottawa has been fur- 
ther postponed, upon the application 
of the counsel for Saskatchewan and 


digest the mass of figures presented 
by the railway companies. 

The exhibits lala before the Railway 
Board consist of several volumes of 
figures; so that the best a Beweperar: 
is capable of is to set forth as impart | 
jally as it can the facts which they | 
appear to establish bey ond reasonable 
doubt. 

The Winnipog Board of Trade and 
other boorda were evidently in error 
in saying that rates out of Winnipeg 
had not, been reduced since 1886, when 
Sir William Van Horne pledged hhim- 
self that they would diminish as the 
volume of traffic: increased . 

A book of 75 pages is deroted to 
showing the numerous reductions that 
have been made since then, As re- 
gards wheat, for instance, thd Can- 
adian Pacific rate from Winnipeg to 
Lake Superior has been reduced from 
28 cents per 100 pounds to 10 cents, 
that is, from 17 to 6 cents per 
bushel. 

It is not the case that rates in the 
Canadian West are so much higher 
than in the adjacent States as to con- 
stitute a serious handicap on the Can- 
adian -settler, 

The exhibits go to prove that our 
Western rates are on the whole lower 
than thoso in Minnosota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Mon- 
tana’ and Wfoming, although popula- 
tion is greater and traffic more derise 
over there than with us. 

It was a mistake to assert that rates 
on the Soo line, a road in the United 
States controlled by. the Canadian 
Pacific, were considerably lower-than 
the Canadian Pacific rates fn the Can: 
adian West. 

The experts say it might well be 
that an American road owned by the| — 
Canadian Pacific served a territory 
#0 much older and more thickly popu- 
lated than ours as to watrant the 
company in granting lower rates than 
those we enjoy without incurring any 
moral blame; precisely as the owners
